Unfair Practices Act Faces 
Constitutionality Test Here 

COUNTY DAIRY 
ASSOCIATION 
STARTS SUIT 


TACOMA. Wash., May 9. 
William Mahan, kidnaper of 
George Weyerhaeuser, 9-year-old 
lumber scion, was sentenced to 
seiwe sentences of 60 years each 
in pri.son, the sentences to run con¬ 
currently. 

Mahan pleaded guilty today to 
both kidnaping counts brought for 
the $200,000 abduction last sum¬ 
mer. 

Mahan's first reply, “guilty,” 
was in a low tone of voice and Fed¬ 
eral Judge E. E. Cushman lifted 
his head and looked quizzically at 
him. 

Repeats Plea 

Mahan then repeated again in a 
louder tone of voice, "guilty.” 

The sentence was to McNeil 
island penitentiary, in Puget sound 
near here. 

Another indictment, charging 
mail fraud, was not read. 

Mahan declined to make any 
statement. He had also refused 
the offer by the court to appoint 
an attorney to represent him. 

May Go to .Alcatraz 

McNeil island is only about an 
hour away by bus and boat and 
Mahan could be taken there this 
afternoon. Warden P. Swope of 
the penitentiary came here last 
night to confer with department of 
justice agents. 

The United States attorney gen¬ 
eral at Washington will determine 
later whether Mahar, will remain 
there or be transferred to Alcatraz 
or Leavenworth penitentiary. 

The government left hanging 
over him a mail extortion indict¬ 
ment on which it might, if deemed 
necessary, ad i a life sentence to 
his quota of punishment. 

Scarcely more than an hour 
after pronouncement of sentence, 
and only 48 hours after his cap¬ 
ture, Mahan was bound for Mc¬ 
Neil Island prison, in Puget Sound, 
a short distance from Tacoma. 

Bonks Closesl 

Federal officers said he might 
later be transferred to Alcatraz 
island prison for incorrigibles in 
San Francisco bay. 

The putting away of Mahan 
clo.sed the justice department's

Snake Murder Suspect 
Collects Insurance 
On Wife, Nephew 


Artesia Operator Named 
In Injunction to Halt 
'Price Cu'Hing' 


LO.S ANGELES. May 9. I/Pi-- 
Robert S. James, accused of the 
killing of his fifth wife, collected 
$18,000 insurance money on the 
deaths of his nephew and third 
wife, district attorney investiga- ' 
tors .said today. I 

The investigators also said that ■ 
last Aug. 5. the day the fifth wife. ' 
Mary Kmma James, died, an in- i 
surance agent delivered to James I 
a policy the master barber had 
persuaded his wife to take out. 
with himself as beneficiary. 

James and (.'harles H. (Chuck) 
Hope, ex-sailor, will plead next 
Monday to an indictment charging 
first degi’ee murder for allegedly 
putting Mrs. James to death with 
rattlesnake venom and by drown¬ 
ing her in a bathtub. 

‘Wife Was ItP 

'I hail intended to deliver the 
policy to Mrs. James at her 
home,’* the agent w'as quoted as 
saying by investigators, “but her 
husband telephoned and asked that 
it be taken to his shop instead, 
because, he said, his wife was ill. 

James, officials said, profited to 
the extent of $5000 by the auto¬ 
mobile death of a nephey. Come- j 
lius Wright, on a northern Cali- I 
fornia road, and $13,000 through 
the drowning, in a bathtub, of his 
third wife, Winona, in Manitou, 
Colo., four years ago. 

Wright W'as killed w'hen his 
automobile left the road, and |

Basi)^ of Complaint 

The complaint is based on the 
fact that Veldman is .said to be 
soiling milk in Orange county at 
tw'o cents a quart less than the 
price set by the as.sociation. His 
attorney, George Gobar of Fuller¬ 
ton. indicated today he would at¬ 
tack the constitutionality of the 
act in defending his client. 

Veldman, the association con- 
tcn<ls. has violated that portion 
of the state act which prohibits 
“solicitation of business of any 
wholesale customer or con.sumer 
at lower prices . . . than such 
whole.sale customer or consumer 
is then paying a competitor.” 

Reviewed in Court 

A review of the complaint was 
held yesterday afternoon in the 
jury room of the Santa Ana jus¬ 
tice court, with the state depart¬ 
ment officials sitting in an in¬ 
vestigatory capacity. 

Attorn< ^ 'obar claimed yester¬ 
day that i • Dairymen’s associa¬ 
tion had no standing in court be¬ 
cause it had failed to file a nec- 
e.s.sary certificate of fictitiou.s 
name with the state. The a.ssocia- 
tion does not deny this, it is 
stated, hut contends the unfair 
practices act will hold in setting 
a fair retail milk price. 

Superior Judge James L. Allen, 
in hamllng down a decision in the 
celebrated “little AAA” injunction 
hearing two weeks ago, virtually ' 
denied thi.s, w'hen he ruled that 
the unfair practices act applies 
only to the sale of such goo«ls as 
have a copyrighted trademark, 
trade name or brand. W'hich should 
be considered as goods entitled to 
protection.

Only once did we experience 
even an approach to motion.

Mussolini Calls Rally 
To Declare Formal 
Ethiopia Annexation 

By the Asnoeiated Press 
Premier Mussolini summoned the 
people of Italy to another great 
adunta” tonight—the second with¬ 
in the week and the second since 
onclusion of the Italian conquest 
of Fthiopia. 

Well-informed sou’ces expected 
the Fascist dictator to proclaim 
formal annexation of Emperor 
Haile Selassie's kingdom before the 
grand council and the cabinet, 
handing to King Victor Emmanuel 
the title of "emperor" 

Will Be Vi<'er(iy 
Another title was anticipated 
lor Marshal Pietro Badoglio, com¬ 
mander of the Italian forces in 
Addis Ababa, as authoritative 
sources predicted his appointment 
as viceroy of Ethiopia. 

As Italy prepared to strengthen 
its hold on the East African king¬ 
dom, an Ethiopian diplomatic rep¬ 
resentative prepared to go to a 
League of Nations council meeting 
for "justice against Italy.” 

Wolde Mariam, minister to 
Paris. disclo.sed a "new secret capi¬ 
tal" had been set up to replace 
his government's former head¬ 
quarters. 

The minister declared the 
"Paris legation is receiving orders 
from a new capital where a large 
part of the cabinet and numerous 
functionaries are carrying on.” but 
declined to disclose the location of 
the new .seat of government. 

Halle Going to London 
The Ethiopian emperor was re¬ 
ported preparing to leave his vol¬ 
untary exile at Jerusalem for 
London. The rest of his party, 
including the empress, their chil¬ 
dren, and his clo.sest followers, 
will remain in the holy land. 

British differences over sanc¬ 
tions widened as Winston Church¬ 
ill loaned his support to the anti¬ 
sanctions group with the declara¬ 
tion the imposition of penalties 
against Italy for its aggression 
was “ludicrous if not tragic." 

A mass meeting under the aus¬ 
pices of the League of Nations 
onion, on the other hand, approved 
a resolution to continue the war 
penalties until Italy accepts peace 
terms sati.sfaotory to the league 
council. 

Fascist troops in East Africa 
continued their operations to re¬ 
store peace as native tribesmen 
turned over their arms to the 
Italian conquerors.

Mahan eluded Butte, Mont., po¬ 
lice the day after the Waleys 
were captured.

When arrested, 
federal agents said, he had $7300 
in his pockets, some of it ransom 
money. 

One Mystery 

Subsequently the federal agents 
reported finding $13,000 more in 
his San Francisco hideout. Un¬ 
verified reports, however, were 
tnat the total recovered in San 
Francisco was $40,000.

U. S. SPENDING LIFTS 
DEBT TO NEW PEAK

WASHINGTON. May 9. fJP) ~ 
Federal .spending htis been woven 
deeply into the texture of bii.si- 
ne.s.s. 

Plan.s for ca.sh payment of the 
bonu.s to war veteran.s next sum¬ 
mer have emphasized Uncle Sam's 
dollar sign in the trade outlook. 

Indications point to peak peace¬ 
time outlay of federal funds as 
the bonus money joins works re- 
iief and farm payments. 

Counting .'51,700.000.000 due vet¬ 
erans in bonias bonds, treasury 
dishur-sements over the ne.xt six 
months may top .$.5,000,000,000. 
Continuation of the recent rate of 
works relief spending and comple¬ 
tion of AAA contracts for crop 
control could make it po.ssible. 

.Analysts Disagree 

How potent impending federal 
expenditures would be in acccle- 
ratting recovery is a topic of con¬ 
jecture among trade analy.sts. The 
que.stion is complicated by uncer¬ 
tainty as to how much bonus 
money wouid be spent immedi- 
ateiy for goods. A substantial 
portion of it, officiais a-ssume, may 
go for debt repayment, aside from 
bonds retained for inve.stment. 

Neverthele.ss the bonus money, 
coupied with other spending, fig¬ 
ures importantiy in business cal¬ 
culations. 

Controversy has camped on the 
manifoid traiis of federal ilollars, 
reaching wirlely into trade and in¬ 
dustry. 

Income Estimates 

What part government expendi¬ 
tures, running at the rate of more 
than .$7,000,000,000 a year, have 
played in promoting recovery 
since 19,3.'i divides opinion among 
economists. In the meanwhile, 
commerce department annual e.sti- 
mates of national income paid out 
from all .sources have ranged from 
about $42,000,000,000 to around 
$54,000,000,000 for 1935. 

Many contend the billions paid 
out for relief and public works 
have been a major pillar under 
improvement in consumer demand 
for goods anil in the upturn of 
heavy industries.

Dangerous Extravagance 

T wenty thousand dollars a minute! That’s how fast 
your Uncle Sam is spending money this year—and he 
is going into the hole at the rate of .$10,000 a minute to do 
it. No wonder worried people are asking; “When will 
It stop?” 

Our tax-eating national government will spend 10 
billion dollars this year, as we pointed out recently, of 
which half will be simply piled on top of the already stag¬ 
gering national deficit. 

There are still a few blithe citizens, however, who 
dismiss the tax question airily and ask: “Well, what of 
it? This is a rich country, and we can always soak the 
rich and corporations if necessary.” 

They don’t seem to realize that the rich and the big 
corporations won’t hold up forever under such a strain, 
and that taxes anyhow are always passed down along 
the line to the ultimate consumer. As Roger Babson 
sagely said yesterday: . 

The notion that we can shift the burden of these expendi¬ 
tures on the ‘‘rich" and on “big busine.ss” is ridiculous. In the 
long run all taxes are passed along to the ultimate consumer. 

The average citizen earning $50 per week pays $300 per year 
in direct taxes. I don't know how much more he pays in 
pyramided indirect levies. Taking the nation as a whole, 
nearly one-third of our inccmie goes for taxes! Think of it! 

Out of a six day week, your'wages for almost two days go to 
pay the bills run up by politicians and you are only paying half 
of the federal expenses at that! You cannot stand more taxes 
now; the solution is to cut costs rather than to create more debt. i 
So far the government has been able to borrow the $10,000 
a minute that it is spending beyond its income- -to borr ow from 
wealthy investors, from in.surance companies, from colleges, : 

hospitals, and from the banks. These institutions already own 
over 60 per cent of the outstanding Federal government bonds. i 

But to whom does the money of these institutions belong ? . . To i 

47,000,000 bank depositors and to 65,000,000 insurance policy- I 

holders. When the government can no longer borrow to pay ' 

its current bills, then real inflation will begin, financial chaos 
will follow, and the life .savings and family protection of a great I 

cross-section of the American people will be wiped out. i 

Furthermore, when the government's credit is busted (and i 
history shows that public credit has never failed to be smashed < 
in any nation which for a long period of time spent more money 
than it took in) your job, your children's education, and even 
liberty itself may be wrecked. Look at Germany. Most of her 
troubles are the result of the wild inflation of her currency in 1923. i 

Moreover, the groups who are now supporting and benefit- i 

ting by public spending will be the very ones to suffer the most i 

, by currency inflation. Their present weekly wages, if they have ' 

a job, may buy only a loaf of bread; if they haven’t a job, there i 

may be no public agency to feed them and their hungry children. 

1 say to readers that currency inflation would l>e the gravest ( 

economic and social problem to face the United .States slnee ( 

the Civil War! ' 

It won’t do any good to battle the tax-eaters on a j 

strictly partisan basis. The thing is too big for that. It t 

thrives on the national government under a Democratic ' 
administration, and in the state government under a Re- \ 
publican regime. In a greater sense, it is the strangling 
grip of the professional politician and bureaucrat upon the 
public treasury. ' 

The way to fight it is through your legislative repre- c 
sentatives. Inspect their records. See if they have been J 
voting for governmental extravagances. And if they have , 
—kick them out and elect someone who will honestly try f 
to give the people efficient and economical government. ' 


We don’t understand why they call these gang¬ 
sters Public Enemy No. 1, with so many jjolitical 
spellbinders at large.

Whaling Industry 
On Decline, But— 
Men Still Comb Seas 
For Big Mammals 

W HALING, until the beginning of the last 
century, was an Important industry in a 
score or more of countries throughout the world. 
Hardy .sailormen put to sea to conquer the 
whale, mightiest known denizen of the deep, 
and for centuries steaming cauldrons of blub¬ 
ber boiled, extracting precious oil. Various sub¬ 
stitutes were found, fewer and fewer craft sailed 
for whaling grounds as the demand decreased 
until, like full-rigged ships and wind-bellied clip¬ 
pers, they almost vanished from the seas. Today, 
while whaling is still actively carried on in vari¬ 
ous parts of the world, including the Pacific 
Coast, the industry is dying, and in another 
score of years may cea.se to exist, thus ending 
1 colorful and adventurous epoch of the sea. 

Whaling In American waters is rapidly declin¬ 
ing. In 1934 the American Pacific reopened its 
whaling station at Akutan, which had been idle 
since 1930 and also operated again at Port Hob- 
ron. Seven steam whalers were used by the two 


plants and there were 46.5 whales taken during 
the season, consisting of 232 finbacks, 166 hump¬ 
backs, 44 sulphur bottoms, 21 sperm and two 
sei whales. 

Whale meat, coarse grained and tasting a 
little like venison, is one of the staple foods of 
Japan. Much of it is canned and the meat of 
the humpback is preferable. 

Spouting whales, one time land-mammals, are 
organically constructed like any land mammal. 
When under water, the breath must be held and 
whales can hold their breath for as long as 4,5 
minutes. The breath becomes heated and w'hen 
expelled into the cold air conden.ses into a vol¬ 
ume of vapor, shooting as much as 12 and 15 
feet into the air. 


I started in the famous Kadiak grounds before 
1835, spread to waters off the Kamchatka Coast 
in 1843 and was at its height in 1852 when 278 
vessels were employed in tho.se waters. Today 
there are so few ships engag 'd in the whaling 
industry that little record is kept of their 
activities. 

In the old days they used to cut the whale¬ 
bone out of the mouth, take the blubber and cut 
the carcass adrift. Today when whales are 
killed, they are towed ashore and pulled upon 
a slip at a station where they are cut up. All 
parts of the body, at a fully equipped shore 
.station, even the blood of the.se finners, are 
utilized: the big bones and flesh are ground up 
for the fertilization of crops of all kinds and the

oil and small amount of the whalebone are used 
for many purposes. 

I T IS difficult to describe the grand rush of a 
huge whale or that fractional pause of un¬ 
certainty after the boom and smoke and flame 
of the harpoon gun and the whirl of great rope. 
It is heart-stopping. Almost solemn. You watch 
the seething black water boil where the whale 
has gone down, with small specks of scarlet 
in it. and the great cable fading down into the 
depths and the gun-wads smoking on the water. 

Then off goes the cable to right or left. Sixty 
to seventy miles an hour, cutting the water into 
fo.am and the boat swings into the course of the 
wh.'ilc. Over 300 fathoms of cable may run out 
before you .see the whale again. Then you see it, 
perhaps a quarter of a mile away, threshing 
the sea into white. It tows the boat ahead 
while the engine is reversed. 

The gun is loaded again in the event a second 
harpoon is needed.

Captain ^X^ill<ins off to Salvage Sunken Trea

W ITH Captain Charles Wilkins at the helm, 
the old two-masted San Pedro sailed 
through the Golden Gate recently, bound south 
for the tropic waters of the Salvador coast, 
where the skipper will send down divers to lo¬ 
cate bars of gold worth a million dollars _ 

salvage from the hull of an old wreck on the 
ocean floor! 

He resurrected the San Pedro from the still 
back waters of the Oakland estuary to sail the 
Pacific again, and search for valuable cargoes 
that lie hidden in the shallow waters off the 
shores of Honduras, Salvador, and Costa Rica — 
fairly close, he says, to the jungle-edged beaches 
where sudden tropical storms make diving a 
dangerous trade. 

Genial Charles Wilkins is a ruddy, powerful 
sailing man with a vast store of sea tales, and 
has spent years in the jungle and coastal towns 
of Central America wandered over the earth 
from the Orient to the Western Pacific islands, 
looking for adventure and profit. Among the 
Spaniards and Indians and generals of the 
southern republics his friends are legion. 
Gaudily uniformed generals, in fact, are more 
numerous than soldiers it's a disgrace to be 
anything less than a colonel. 

Skipper Wilkins picked the black-hulled Sat 
Pedro for its strength and size. The vessel Is 
96 feet long, 75 tons net—with two towering 
masts and great sails that carry plenty of wind 
For calm days, he installed a new diesel engine. 

The San Pedro has a history, romantic if not 
strictly legal: she is known up and down the 
Pacific Coast as one of the famous or infamou

Divers and diving equipment cost money — 
divers being paid about $7 a day when not work¬ 
ing. and $14 a day when they go down: but the 
profits from one engine wipes out the overhead 
many times over.

.source to a ship big enough to carry it. It’s so

W HALE.S seem to be kind beasts. They 
have brown eyes and their coloring is that 
of the .sea. Their backs are grey-black to dove 
color and the white of their underside is like the 
white of a kid glove. 

A .seventy-foot whale yields about 40 barrels 
of oil. 

On the average whaling boat, the cable is 720 
fathoms long, to the end of which is flxe<l a har 
poon about eight anil a half feet long. This iron 
part is more than two feet long and is extremely 
sharp. On each side of the point Is placed a 
barb, or wither, diverging from the harpoon at 
an angle of about 40 degrees, to prevent the har¬ 
poon from flinching and losing its hold. 

The boats akso carry several lances or spears 
about six feet long, the points of which are 
about two inches broad. These are u.sed to kill 
the whales as they are harpooned. 

An average boat's cn-w consists of a har- 
pooner, boat steerer, a line manager and three 
or four men, according to the size of the boat 

Whalers of old were strong men of the sea 
"iron men in wooden ships. " Today, as the color- 
ful industry passt's steel ships ply the sea.s anrl 
clippers sail the skies the .sailormen who ’’goes 
down to the .sea” for whale is difficult to find 
Crews are har-d to obtain. Whaling captains 
shake their heads and lament the fact that only 
’’wooden men in steel ships " exist today, and 
maybe they’re right.

His .silent films were always filled with high- 
spirited adventure, infectious laughter and 
debonair romance.

Suddenly she heard a 
hullabaloo out In the prison yard. 

N early lOO desperate men had made a 
concerted move to escape. Their first job 
was to kill the guard who manned the prison 
Gatling gun—a four-barrelled forerunner of the 
modem machine gun, which had been mounted 
in a tower inside the prison. With that gunner 
dead, escape would be relatively easy, the prison¬ 
ers knew. But Mother Ingalls knew it, too. 

Without even wiping the flour off her hands, 
she darted from her kitchen. In another 
minute — 

"Good God, there's Mother going up tlu 
Gatling stairs!” one of the prisoners shouted it. 

"What'll we do? We can't kill Mother." Mrs. 
Ingalls had, in all truth, mothered the convicts 
there, loved and been loved by these hapless 
oen. But at escape time, some of the men were 
lesperate. 

"Shoot her down, you fool!” their leader com¬ 
manded, addressing a prisoner who had snatched 
a rifle. "We can't turn chicken-hearted now!” 

The prisoner lifted his rifle to shoot — but 
Mother shot first. 

Another man grabbed the fallen man’s rifle, 
but Mother shot again. 

In 60 seconds she had command of the situa¬ 
tion. and within 10 minutes the emergency 
guards had herded the escaping men back into 
their cells. Mother calmly went back to her 
biscuit kneading. 

The first telegraph line into Arizona, youngest 
of the states and last to be "civilized,” ended in 
a rock cabin called Pipe Springs. But the first 
operator who touched the first telegraph key 
there—while keeping a watchful eye on the win¬ 
dow to be sure that the Navajo or Apache In¬ 
dians weren’t about to attack—was not a big, 
brave man, but a young woman missionary. She 
was Mrs. David King Udall. Her husband be¬ 
came head of the great Mormon temple at Mesa, 
Arizona, and most of their 12 Udall sons have 
been prominent in the public life of Arizona 
during recent years. 

T he leading industry in Arizona, as la many 
other western states, is mining.

But what even many Arizonians do not know 
is that Mrs. Slna Lewis—mother of 13 children 
—is one of the staunchest prospeeton in the 
expansive rocky hills there, and may to this 
day be seen with her mortar and pestle and her 
iron pan, crushing and washing the rook in her 
eternal quest for silver and gold. She la, more¬ 
over, typical of many other prospectors who are 
mothers as wall. 

The second major industry in Arizona now is 
farming, with irrigation water. 

The first farm mother to settle In that state’s 
capital city, Phoenix, still lives there In the first 
farm home. She is Mrs. Adaline Gray, and even 
though she was 80 years of age on the day that 
an airport was opened next to her farm, she 
crawled through the barbed wire fence and went 
calling on her "neighbors,” who promptly took 
her for a long, free air ride. 

At Phoenix, too, now lives another modem 
mother, who typifies the life of many sacrificing 
mothers who have come westward In recent 
years on a specific search. She is Mrs. Joe Loges, 
and she sought health for her son. The dry air 
of the Southwest is held beneficial In the cure of 
most lung diseases, wherefore health seekera 
monument been erected in America honoring congregate on the edges of the towns there, 
pioneer mothers. 

The Daughters of the American Revolution 
and other agencies, however, recently completed 
the erection of a series of impressive statues at 
key points on a transcontinental highway, honor¬ 
ing the mothers of American pioneer days. 

Called "Madonna of the Trail,"it depicts a fine 
figure of a woman, carrying one babe, and with 
a stalwart little son walking beside her and 
holding her skirt. She holds a rifle in one hand, 
and beside her are thorny cacti and other plants 
symbolic of the dangers and harshness of the 
land she and her families conquered. 

It was a mother in Oregon (whose name has 
even been lost) who once ran and walked 40 
miles to carry a plea for help when her little 
village had been attacked by Indians. She. 
rather than one of her .sons, slipped through 
the attackers' lines at night and went for help— 
because her life was less valuable in defending 
the town! This, notwithstanding the fact that 
she had mothered eight of the male defenders. 

It was Mrs. F. S. “Mother” Ingalls who 
stopped the worst break of criminals from the 
most famous prison In Western pioneer history. 

Mother Ingalls, wife of the superintendent, was 
kneading biscuit dough one morning inside her 
kltehnatTuma penitentiary, on the Hue between

Unsung and unheralded, for the moat part, in 
spite of deeds that rivalled the most daring and 
valorous of the pioneer men. she bore hardships 
nobly and reared her children in the midst of 
hardships. 

.Now there was. for instance, brave, frail Mrs. 
.lane Long 

Alone on Galveston island, she was. in the 
hitter winter of 1819. Defen.sele.ss except for 
a gieat, heavy cannon Every sunri.se for 60 
days, Mrs. Long rolled the weapon into position: 
primed and charged it then fired. A short 
prayer and she covered the cannon, returning to 
her children. 

With it she knew she could bluff the Indians 
on the mainland; they need never know that 
she was left defen.sele.ss. A cannon booming 
every day wouUl mean to them, surely, that 
soldiers were still there. 

As a matter of fact. .Mrs. Long herself was 
the only guardian that Galveston Island had. 
Her tent, in which she lived with her little 
daughter, Ann, and a 12-year-old negro girl, was 
the island's only human habitation. Dr. James 
Long, husband and father, who went into Texas 
to free that .state from .Spain, had been forced 
to leave the island on a visit to .Mexico. Of 
course, .Mrs. Long couldn't know that he had

S UNDAY: Chilled Dates: Two 
cups of juice from any canned 
fruits such as cherries, straw¬ 
berries, raspberries, currants, or 
any leftover fruit juices, may be 
combined to make up the quan¬ 
tity. Mix together the juice of 1 
lemon, 1 cup water. 1 cup sugar 
(if juice is not already sweet¬ 
ened), 2 tablespoons gelatin dis¬ 
solved in cup cold water. Heat 
the juice with water and sugar: 
when clear, add dissolved gelatin 
and lemon juice. Stir well and 
set aside to cool, not chill. When 
it begins to set, stir in 1 heaping 
cup of dates, stoned and finely 
chopped. Chill in ring mold. Turn 
out on dish. Fill center with 
whipped cream, flavor with orange 
flower water and vanilla, tea¬ 
spoon of each. Garnish with row 
of halved dates and sprinkle all 
with a few crushed nuts.

First Fresh Strawberries of the Season, and the Simple Paraphernalia Needed to Turn Them, 
Quickly and Easily, Into Jam and Jelly. Just Follow the Fool-Proof Recipes Given Below. 

It’s Strawberry — And Jelly-Making — Season

W HETHER it's a quick, family luncheon that you want to dress 
up and make interesting, or a light, easy Sunday supper, here 
is a menu that will answer your purposes. You will find it is both 
.simple and economical, and very appetizing. The main d*sh is .shirred 
eggs with bananas, and for dessert I have chosen fresh cherries, 
simply washed and piled in a fruit dish. And don't Ik* afraid to let 
the children have their milk and cherries in the same meal. They 
won't get a stomach-ache from the combination. Doctors vouch for 
this, and I've eaten cherries and milk together with no ill effects. 
Here is the menu: 

Tomato and Clam Juice Cocktail 
Shirred Eyya u)4fh Bananas 
Green Asparagus Salad Toasted Rolls 

Fresh Cherries 

For the egg dish, slice 4 bananas very thin, spread in the bottom of 
buttered ramekins and place in moderate oven to heat. Then drop 2 
eggs into each dish, cover with 2 tablespoons of cream, sprinkle with 
buttered crumbs and bake in a moderate oven until the egg white is 
firm. 

The cocktail la made by combining equal parts of tomato and clam 
juice and seasoning with salt, celery salt, pepper and Worcestershire 
sauce. Serve chilled.

I F Wilmer Allison can stand the pace for an¬ 
other year, he and Budge should take Perry 
and Austin over the hurdles at Wimbledon this 
summer to regain for the United States the 
Davis Cup, after which Builge should wind up 
the season as the United States amateur singles 
champion and the world's top ranking amateur 
player. That's quite a bill for a 20-year-old kid 
to fill, but Budge has the stuff to do it, and 
watch him go. 

You say "after Allison retires, then what?" 
Well, there is another kid from the Pacific Coast 
who IS going to join Budge one of the.se days 
to form the backbone of American tennis His 
name is Robert Riggs of Dos Angeles, United 
.State.s junior singles champion last year. Me is 
one of the finest prospects ever developed on 
this West Coast. 


W HEN the United States lost the Davis 
Cup, emblematic of world supremacy in 
lawn tennis, to France In 1927, few people be¬ 
lieved It to be more than just a temporary con¬ 
dition. Everyone, admitted that the Frenchmen 
that day were pretty fair country tennis play¬ 
ers, but thought It entirely out of the realm of 
possibility to expect them to hold the champion¬ 
ship for more than a year. That was in 1927— 
every year since then, with the exception of 
1931 and 193.3, the United States has tried dog¬ 
gedly to regain both the cup and the attendant 
pride of ownership which goes along with it. 

And up to 19,36 we have been 100 percent 
unsuccessful, mainly because our racket stars 
have been .shy one vital factor- ability! They 
just haven’t been able to play tennis as well as 
France’s Cochet and Lacoste, or England’s Perry 
and Austin. ’The boys did all right in ’’3-eye’' 
competition, but when they got across the water 
and matched strokes with the French and Eng¬ 
lish, they learned there was something to the 
game of tennis besides a burning service and a 
terrific forehand. 

In the late ’20s and early ’30s the dream of 
the average Davis Cup Team aspirant was to 
have a service and a forehand like Tilden’s and 
never mind anything else! What they didn't 
stop to consider, however, was that William 
Tatum Tilden II had the greate.st all-around 
game tennis has even seen. His overhead strokes, 
as well as his ground game, were absoluteiy 
flawless, and it was only when age stepped in 
and slowed up his game that Cochet and La¬ 
coste were able to win as much as a set from 
him.
